THE    NEFFSVILLE,    PA.,    MENNONITE    CHURCH,    in  the 

heart  of  Lancaster  County,  was  organized  in  1952,  the 
building  erected  in  1956.  The  Mennonite  Church,  origin- 
ated in  1525  as  a  wing  off  the  Reformation,  suffered 
severe  persecution  in  Europe.  The  denomination  has 
made  four  contributions  to  evangelical  Christendom,  three 
of  which  are  accepted  widely:  Separation  of  church  and 
state;  voluntary,  adult  believership;  brotherhood  (all 
Christians  are  on  an  equal  level  before  Christ);  and 
nonresistance    (expressing    love   rather  than  retaliation). 
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
